3« The "Searoh SenrloV whieh la oo&oemed with looating 
arrested peraona and those Interned or deported In the SoTiet Zona 
and also with gathering information, on their fatea, has handled an 
sTerage of 60 to 80 visltora a day« Xn the period frcrni £1 April to 
51 May, 1,766 Inqulrlea on aueh persona ware filed* The Serii.ee 
maintains three indexes* One la the *searoh index” whieh Hats all 
persons on sdion inquires ha we been made* The seoond is an "Index 
of persona found? This Hats all information on inmates of SoTlet 
Zone prisons and oonoentration oamps regardless of whether or not 
information was requested on thMi* Puriag the period from 21 April 
to 51 Kay, the whereabouts of 1,641 prlsouars was establishad* This 
index oontalns more than 7,000 names of persona, 60^ of whom era daad. 
The third la an "index of wltnesaaa” whioh liata all former i^lsonera 
and other informants who hsTs fumiahad infemation to ths organisa- 
tion* For obrioua raaaona, this Indax la kapt striatly oonfldantlal, 
and 4‘f^Te5f%mneBi-±o!^,dt ls;ii»:deln tha othar two indaxas, it ia done 
by elpher* As an indlaation of the reeognition whieh this organisa- 
tion haa baan raealTing, its taatlmeny aa to the death of a person 
is now being aoeapted aa lagal proof before aeweral of the eeurti and 
adminiatrative author it iaa of Iteatem Barllm* 

4* Tha second branoh of tho organisation's aotlTltias oomaa 
under the heading of ”Adwloo to Rofugaoe*” This sorrloeA ondoawora 
to induoo pooplo who are not In isasodlate danger to refrain from 
loatlng tho Sorlat Zona and, on tha oldiar hand, aaalata, insofar aa 
it is possibls with the extremely limited mostns of tho group, those 
who obriously hevo good reason to Isavo* For instanoo, in tha month 
of Maroh, thia branch reoon&ondod ISO persons as politloal refugsas 
but rajaotad tha applloationa of 80 others sinoa thay did not appear 
to bo in groat danger or were unable to prore their stories* In 
addition to refugees, this branoh has bean aporoaohed by an inoreaslng 
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nuaber of people living In the Soviet Zone irho wish edvioe on either 
persooel or politleel natteri. The letter often request Infbrmetlon, 
materiel end inetruotlone on epeolflo loeel politloel iltuetiona* 

6* In addition to the above, this organisation ie gathering volu- 
minous amounts of material on all o rimes against humanity idii oh are 
ieizig oommitted in the Soviet Zone, This includes infomation about 
MITD methods, the Soviet Zone polioe, oonditlons in prisons and oonoentra- 
tion oempe as veil as in the forced labor camps and the situation in 
the uranium mines. Thus far, the organisation has not been able to 
utilise this Health of material fbr any oomprehenslve publication* 

It has been oonsulted, hovever, by various allied agenoiee and has 
passed on Isolated items of partleular signlfioanoe to the press. It 
has held ' a number of mectingc end manifestations in herlln vhioh vers 
partly broadcast via It has also been furnishing materiel 

for the fyoframe for tho Sevlat Zone broadeaat by K*X.A,8* including 
lists of Soviet informers. In addition. It mould lllce to oarry on 
publielty campaigna in Weetam Gcraany and in Ibreign oountrloa vhioh 
1-^ has not been able to do so far. Among the reaiatance groups in the 
Soviet Zone vhieh oontaoted the erganlsatlen vers the students In lelpsig 
asked for reeding meterial to ba diatrlbuted among students end in- 
telleetmils. In soother instance, e group of covoral hundred young pooplo 
vho are in oppoiitlon to the offloial leademof the monopoliatle neve 
organization of the Soviet Zona, "Froo Ooman Tooth,” aakod for loaflota 
to bo distributed amot^ peaaanta and the lover middle elaeeee* Due to 
laok of fUnda, aub^eet orgenisatlon hae not yet been able to comply 
vlth any of thoee roqueate*

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9* L«ok of fundi cot only pnTontl lubjeot organliatioc from 
fully utilltiac Iti Tory ooniidonblo potoctlalltlos in tho Tarlout 
flolds of its sndssTor, but also IdtoItos the risleithat either other 
allied ageneies znay utlliie the organiratioc (The British appear par- 
ticularly interested*) or that it nay relax its apparent suoeeisfuX 
maintenanoe of security preoautions« In which case it would end its 
usefulness to us« 



10* I therefore make the following two reoomnendationa i 

a* A one-time paysient of EU 4,600« which would enable 
subject organlKatioc to assign two editorial workers and one 
typist to the task of gathering and eonplstlng the above 
mentioned material on crimes against humanity in tho Sowiet 
Zone, bringing it into final shape for publioatlon as a 
"white book*" This would involTO about four to five month* 
of work, and it is understood that I would be given the 
finished nanueorlpt before further steps are taken on It* 
(This amount, if approved, would be paid by no to Howard L* 
Magee, who would transmit It to aubjeot organisation*) 



b* An increase of our monthly subsidy for the eurrent 
operation* on subject organisation fkooi the present EM 1,000 
plus operational supplies per month te 

tU 6,000 plusj^ J worth of operational supplies per month* 
(This icoreased eubAdy, if approved, would be tranamltted 
through the same ohannel through whioh our subsidy has been 
going*) 



10* This icerease appears fully justified not only in view of 
the greetly expanded volume of aotivltlee of lubjeot organisation but 
also beeauae this organisation now offers us ehannelt for the dietribu- 
tioa of material into the Soviet Zone and for the establiehnent of 
eontaots with realstanee movementt tbare* In order to test its ability 
to tffesulMainete such siaterial, X have arranged to supply it with 600 
copies eeoh of five different euitsble pemphlets published by ISD* 
Colonel Textor gave me theae pamphle^ free of ohange, and they will 
be handed by a safe interssedlary to ^ “-i who will turn 

them over to the organisation* — T 



11. In choosing ISt material for this "teat" distribution, 

I was guided by two oonelderatiens* First, we do not yet hove any 
material of our own available, and the urgent request for propaganda 
material should be fulfilled as soon aa poasible* Seoond, I want te 
see how thla distribution funotions before preparing to arrange for 
the dietributlon of our future inaterial through this organisation*
